_ This is a question that 
seems to puzzle 
many students. The scholastic 
aptitude test is one of the 
foremost determiners of college 
acceptance. This test, given by 
the college board, was supposed 
to give a reasonably accurate 
evaluation of a student’s verbal 
and mathematical skills. The two 
scores from each subject were 
then combined to give the 
student their final score. Most 
students strove to break 1000 
points; however, one tends to 
forget the element of fear instilled 
within each and everyone as they 
took this test which could make or 
break their chances for being 
accepted to the college of their 
choice. 


“The first time | took the SAT | 
was so nervous that | couldn't 
think,” commented junior Carol 
Peyton.

Now | feel a little more con- 
fident about taking the SAT.” 

Getting up early on a Saturday 
morning and sitting for three 
hours in a room filling in dots was 
not a job many students looked 
forward to. The ‘‘torture,”’ 
however, was not in the three 
hours of testing, but in the six 
weeks of waiting for test results.

of and out of the way.

Beating 
the rush hour traffic and having more 
personal free time were two of the few 
benefits of working to the rule. 


t's 3:05 p.m. The once busy 
school halls are aban- 
doned with lights off and 
doors locked. Teachers have 
put their pens and grading 
books to rest for they day as they 
make their way home, able to 
avoid later rush hour traffic. Few 
teachers can be found at school 
until exactly 7:30 the following 
morning. 

This was the daily schedule of 
most teachers. When the 
suggestion to the board of educa- 
tion that teachers needed and 
deserved an increase in pay got 
no results, the Working to the 
Rule System came into effect. 
This meant work for them 
(teachers) ceased after 3:00 
p.m., their designated contract 
time. “If we don’t get paid for it, 
we don't do it,” emphasized Mrs. 
Tracy. Unlike custodians and bus 
drivers, for example, who were 
paid for their overtime, teachers 
were not. 


A majority of students sided 
with the actions of the teachers 
working to the rule. Sit-ins and 
petition signing were attempted 
by the students for the benefit of 
the teachers, but with no major 
success. Students felt they were 
directly involved with the situa- 
tion. Recounted by Mrs. French 
about a young student, “It caused 
a student some fear because she 
had attempted to seek help in a 
Class, but was unable to reach 
the teacher after three. She 
began to ask, ’Now what's going 
to happen to me?’” 

Mrs. Tracy pointed out that 
“Fairfax is a good county, but 
they need to put more money into 
education and teacher's salaries 
in order for students today to be 
able to get a good education.”
